Racetrack property owners reduce rent

The property owner of the 
Fort Erie Racetrack is willing 
to make sacrifices to keep the 
historic border oval in opera¬ 
tion. 

That was the primary mes¬ 
sage delivered during a press 
conference on Monday after¬ 


noon, held by the Fort Erie 
Live Racing Consortium 
(FELRC). 

Nordic Gaming has agreed 
to reduce the amount of rent 
paid by the FELRC from 
$650,000 per year to 
$395,000. 

The property owner has 
also agreed to a two-year 
lease renewal of the track. 


The FELRC submitted its 
business plan, audited finan¬ 
cial statements and projec¬ 
tions for the future late last 
year to the Ontario Horse 
Racing Industry Association's 
transition panel and the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

Since then, no indication 
about a racing season in 2013 
at the Fort Erie Racetrack has 


been given. 

"It's up to the panel and 
the government to make a 
decision on our business 
plan and come up with an 
offer,” said FELRC chief exec¬ 
utive officer Jim Thibert on 
Monday. 

Since 2010, the track has 
been operated as a non-prof¬ 
it group with about $16 mil¬ 


lion in government funding. 

"We've proven for the last 
three years, we can make it 
work," said Thibert. 

About two weeks ago, the 
government struck deals with 
Woodbine and Mohawk 
racetracks.

Thibert also says a num¬ 
ber of conditions proposed 
by the government for 
tracks to function as an alli¬ 
ance to coincide with the 
OLG's modernization strat¬ 
egy, have all been checked 
off the FELRC's list of things 
to do. 

"In terms of these condi¬ 
tions, we've met them all." 

Following the OLG's deci¬ 
sion to end its slots at race¬ 
tracks program, the prov¬ 
ince was divided into 29 
gaming zones and Fort Erie 
was not considered to be 
part of any of them. 

If the government decides 
that the Fort Erie Racetrack 
should not continue 
because it doesn't have any 
slot revenue to operate 


with, Thibert said that 
might seem a litde unfair.

Although the FELRC has 
applied for 76 race dates, 
he said if the track does 
survive, the next goal will 
be offering 500 thorough¬ 
bred races and 100 quarter 
horse races within however 
many days it would be fea¬ 
sible. 

"We will massage our 
business plan to take maxi¬ 
mum advantage of the 
number of races we have," 
said Thibert. 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
he hopes Ontario's new 
premier designate, Kathleen 
Wynne, will work closely 
with track officials and MPP 
Kim Craitor, who coinci¬ 
dentally was not at the press 
conference because he was 
meeting with her at Queen's 
Park. 

"We're really hoping to be 
able to work with her," said 
Martin. 

"I think we've demon¬ 
strated over the last num¬ 
ber of years, this is some¬ 
thing that can and will 
work," said Martin. 

Nick Gonzalez, is a veter¬ 
an trainer at the track and is 
also vice-president of the 
Horsemen's Benevolent 
and Protective Association. 

He said he is optimistic 
about the new proposed 
lease agreement between 
the consortium and the 

"I think it's a step in the 
right direction, it's some¬ 
thing to grab onto." 

In June, a three-member, 
government-appointed 
panel came up with recom¬ 
mendations to keep horse 
racing alive after the prov¬ 
ince announced in 2011 
that the Slots-at-Racetracks 
program, which subsidized 
tracks with $345 million a 
year in slots revenue, would 
come to an end March 31. 

Thibert said the consor¬ 
tium has not met with the 
Ontario Financing Authority 
or the transition panel since 
Christmas. He said the con¬ 
sortium was told negotia¬ 
tions would be prioritized 
with various tracks and that 
Woodbine would be 
addressed first.

Doug Martin says he is 
done with closed session 
meetings. 

At Monday night's coun- 
cil-in-committee meeting, 
the Fort Erie mayor said he 
will not enter into any dis¬ 
cussions about Town issues 
that are not done publicly, 
until a provincially-ap- 
pointed integrity commis¬ 
sioner or ministry supervi¬ 
sor is put in place to over¬ 
see and mitigate the proce¬ 
dures in which council 
enters into closed session. 

"In my opinion, there 
have been serious breach¬ 
es of ethical and moral 
issues that confound my 


integrity and there are 
things going on behind 
closed doors that are just 
not right," said Martin, a 
politician for almost 30

need to be appointed 
through the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and 
Housing (MMAH). 

He said confidentiality 
in closed meetings is meant 
to protect the innocent

through proper and appro¬ 
priate observance of pri¬ 
vacy laws and to protect 
the integrity of contract 


tender procedures, to 
remain fair. 

Martin feels council has 
used going into closed ses¬ 
sion for other purposes. 

'The MMAH Act and pro¬ 
cedures were never intend¬ 
ed to provide sanctuary to 
politicians from public 
scrutiny and accountabili¬ 
ty," he said. 

Martin said that since 
the current council was 
sworn in after the October 
2010 election, there has 
been an "eroded" respect 
for the Municipal Act. 

"There are too many 
things not right in closed 
door sessions with my 
council and none of us are 
serving the better good of 
the constituents of Fort 
Erie until this gets cleaned 


up," said Martin. 

The final item on Monday 
night's agenda was a closed 
session meeting, involving 
an identifiable individual, 
including municipal or 
local board employee. 

Council has held several 
closed meetings in the last 
year-and-a-half while 
attempting to hire a full¬ 
time chief administrative 
officer. 

Last year, the Town's 
director of legal services 
was terminated after a 
series of closed meetings. 

When council voted to 
re-convene to into closed 
session from the chambers 
at Town Hall, Martin did 
not enter and turned the 
chair to Ward 4 Coun. John 
Hill. 


Collard not pleased with mayor

Paul Collard is not pleased 
with mayor Doug Martin. 

The Stevensville councillor 
says the mayor was out of line in 
his comments made at Monday's 
council-in-committee meeting, 
about seeking a provincially- 
appointed integrity commis¬ 
sioner to oversee closed session 
meetings. 

"In my opinion, he discredits 
all members of council when he 
talks about integrity," said 
Collard when he contacted the 
Fort Erie Times on Tuesday 
morning. 

Collard, in his first term as a 
councillor, said Martin should 
have discussed this with his 


council, before announcing 
publicly he would not partici¬ 
pate in any closed meetings 
unless a watchdog is brought 

"I think his comments are 
unprofessional and show a com¬ 
plete lack of leadership," said 
Collard. 

Collard said he has no issue 
with council addressing code of 
conduct and potential violations 
of the Municipal Act, but it 
should be a unified effort by 
council to address any areas that 
need improvement. 

A pre-meditated assault is not 
the route to go, he feels. 

"That’s certainly not how you 
work cohesively and work 
together." 

In July 2012, the Ontario 


Ombudsman slapped council 
on the wrist for entering into a 
closed meeting, held by the Fort 
Erie Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation for 
education purposes. 

Collard said that since being 
elected, this is the only closed 
session meeting held by council 
that could be considered unwar- 

He feels code of conduct 
issues can be addressed at a 
local level and although he isn't 
opposed to bringing in a com¬ 
missioner, he doesn't think it's 
completely necessary. 

"I'd like to deal with it at a 
municipal level and get all mem¬ 
bers of council to abide by the 
code of conduct," said Colard. 

"It has to stop."

Kim Craitor made a pre¬ 
sentation at last Monday's 
council meeting and Ward 5 
Coun. Don Lubberts wants 
him to come back. 

The councillor for the 
Crystal Beach area made a 
recommendation at 
Monday's council-in-com- 
mittee meeting to invite the 
Niagara Falls member of

This week, Lubberts asked 
that Craitor return to the 
council chambers to give an 
explanation about the frame¬ 
work of the province's plans 
for transition funding to the 
horse racmg industry. 

The idea was shot down by 
the majority of council, who 
said Craitor would not pres¬ 
ent any new information that 
the Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium hasn't explained 
already, or that isn't public 
information that can be 
viewed on the Internet. 

The FELRC's chief execu¬ 
tive officer is Jim Thibert, 
who is also the EDTC's gen¬ 
eral manager. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
also said Craitor could not 
come to council and present 
high level data that is con¬ 
sidered confidential at the 
moment. 

"I think we're in a very ten¬ 
uous situation right now," 
aid Shular. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero said Craitor could be 
doing better things with his 
time and didn't support 
Lubberts's idea. 

"I'd prefer to have him at 
Queen's Park fighting on our 
behalf, not explaining things 
to us," said Passero. 

Lubberts said he only 
wanted Craitor to speak gen¬ 
erally about how transition 
funding to the horse-racing 
industry could workthrough- 
out the province and not get 
into specifics about the Fort 
Erie Racetrack.

Niagara Regional Police 
are warning residents not to 
feel pressured into signing 
contracts on the spot with 
door-to-door water heater 
sales people. 

Police say they've received 
several complaints from 
Niagara residents about tac¬ 
tics company representa¬ 
tives are using when show¬ 
ing up at homes. 

The complaints involve 
salespeople who claim 
they've been contracted by 
Direct Energy and say notice 
of the visit would have 
appeared on the residents' 
last invoice. But police said 
Direct Energy says it does 
not go door-to-door and 
won't show up at any home 
without contacting the hom¬ 


eowner first. 

Police are reminding resi¬ 
dents they are under no 
obligation to enter into a 
contract on the spot and 
should take time to make an 
informeddecision. Residents 
shouldn't release any per¬ 
sonal information or copies 
of utility bills unless they are 
certain about how the infor¬ 
mation will be used. 

If a resident does sign a 
contract, police said they 
have the right to cancel it 
within 10 days of receiving a 
written copy of the contract 
or up to a year if the sales¬ 
person or business has made 
a false, misleading or decep¬ 
tive statement under the 
Ontario Consumer 

Protection act.

The debacle of yet anoth¬ 
er Fort Erie business clo¬ 
sure evokes unsavoury 
memories for those 
involved in previous ones, 
as well as empathy for 
those unfortunate, sud¬ 
denly ex-employees now 
facing such uncertainties 
and major instability in 
their lives within the full 
spectrum of personal wel- 

Vertis Communications 
obviously did not have as 
their strong point actual 
communications with their 
dedicated labourers. 

For those uninformed of 
the history of this enter¬ 
prise, they used to be 
known as Canada Colour, 
and then Sullivan Graphics, 
along with the inception of 
union representation for 
the latter. 

Unions are often part of 


the equation of the prob¬ 
lem rather than the solu¬ 
tion. Strong attitudes on 
both corporate and union 
sides accomplish nothing 
but prolong the dispute. 

The best advice I can 
offer is to use full legal 
channels to fight for your 
rightful entitlements of 
severance and termination 
pay, remembering that 
even a piece of the pie is 
better than nothing. 

You can stand out on a 
hellish protest or picket 
line until all realms freeze 
over, and it does absolutely 
nothing.

If you’re currently one of 
those rare employees in 
Fort Erie’s dwindling man¬ 
ufacturing sector, you’ve 
got to be feeling you’re on 
the edge of extinction. 


Fleet Industries estab¬ 
lished the corporate play- 
book on labour disputes 
and sequential plant clo¬ 
sures, and it’s to the mis¬ 
fortune of the average 
worker and his or her fam¬ 
ily that only the executives 
prosper and resurface in 
new company positions as 
other entities prominent in 
their crafts, or craftiness. 

It makes little sense to 
export our work and then 
import the product back 
again, in a sort of duty-free 
economic manoeuvre. 
Unless you’re working in 
one of the high-profile 
government-subsidized 
plants, there’s not a lot to 
be optimistic about around 

It’s very tough to adapt 
and improvise, but we’re 
not getting any younger, so 
it won’t get any easier than 
right now.

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Evidence says victim may have been running from shooter 


QMI Agency Niagara 

Tyrone Johnston may 
have been running away 
from a shooter before three 
bullets were pumped into 
his back and side, a jury 
heard Friday. 

Dr. John Fernandes, a 
forensic pathologist who 
conducted the autopsy on 
the 32-year-old man's body 
at Hamilton General 
Hospital, testified the angle 
the bullets entered his body 
suggests he may have been 
running when he was shot. 

Johnston collapsed in the 
hallway of a Drummond 
Rd. townhouse after being 
shot on Oct. 4, 2009. 

Robert Hope, 26, has 
pleaded not guilty in 
Welland Superior Court to 
first-degree murder and 
using a firearm to commit 
an indictable offence. 

Court heard Johnston 
suffered eight bullet 
wounds from the three bul¬ 
lets. 

One bullet went through 
his back and a second bul¬ 
let entered his back and 


exited through his left arm 
pit and then travelled 
through his arm. The bullet 
was lodged in his left arm. 

The third bullet went 
through his arm and into 
his arm pit and traveled 
into his chest. The bullet 
slice through both lungs 
and came to rest in his left 
armpit. 

Fernandes said that bul¬ 
let caused Johnston's death 
as both lungs collapsed and 
his chest cavity filled with 
blood. 

"Three-fifths of his blood 
volume ends up in is chest 
caviity,'' the physicians 

He said death would not 
have been immediate but it 
was "rapidly lethal." 

"It could have taken any¬ 
where from a few minutes 
to maybe as long as 15 min- 

Fernandes said the bul¬ 
lets' path suggests he may 
have been running when 
he was shot. 

"It appears that he was in 
motion," Fernandes said. 

Under cross examination 
by defence lawyer Deborah 


Loft, Fernandes said it is 
impossible to say with "full 
certainty" what Johnston 
was doing when he was 

Loft suggested one of the 
bullet's trajectory could 
indicate the victim may 
have been taking some¬ 
thing out of his 
pocket at the time 
of the shooting. 

"It's possible," 
Fernandes said. 

Court heard 
Johnston was car¬ 
rying a butterfly 
knife in his pant's 
pocket when he 

The knife, 

explained Niagara 
Regional Police 
Det. Const. Tracey 
Rinaldo, is a illegal 
weapon. 

A small plastic 
bag filled with 
white pills and 
what appeared to 
be a marijuana 
cigarette were 
found on the din¬ 
ing room table in 
the townhouse. 


Rinaldo made note of 
them and was planning on 
seizing the items so they 
could be tested. 

The victim's common- 
law-wife was subsequently 
escorted by police officers 
to the townhouse to collect 
some personal belongings. 


When Rinaldo returned 
to the unit, the items were 
missing. 

Loft told the five-man, 
six-woman jury earlier that 
the evidence will reveal 
Johnston was a member of 
the Nova Scotia-based 
street gang known as North 


Preston's Finest. 

Photos submitted in 
court on Friday showed 
Johnston had "100% 
Scotian" tattooed on his 
hand and the number "903" 
- the area code for Halifax, 
N.S. - tattooed on the back 
of his neck.

Maves ready for next election
